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Seven Years After. 

Seven years ago yesterday Great 
Britain declared war on Germany, 
and the conflict which had began 
a few days before swept outward 
in a flash to the proportions of a 
world war, the bloodiest, the cost- 
liest, and the most gigantic of all 
time. An Austrian Prince had 
been murdered in Austrian ter- 
ritory ; an occurrence in which the 
world at large took little inter- 
est. Yet it started a train of 
events which drew nearly every 
nation into a life and death strug- 
gle; cost millions of lives; wasted 
generations of human toil; dislo- 


cated the whole order of existence; 


and only ended when Germany 
had been broken as a world pow- 
er, the Austrian Empire dismem- 
tered, Turkey wiped off the map, 
and Russia left raving in red revo- 
lution. Few, indeed, they were 
who seven years ago imagined that 
four years of fighting would fol- 
low, wifth the fate of civilisa- 
tion in the balance until almost 
the last blow had been struck. 
How little the world knew of 
Germany and the preparations it 


had made for the fateful hour was | who are suppled with cars for | 


only revealed by bitter experi- 
ence. Nobody, seven years ago, 
doubted the outcome for a mo- 
ment, or doubted that it would 
come speedily. France, Russia 
and Britain were standing togeth- 
er, arid the array seemed to de- 
cide the issue before the hostili- 
ties ‘began.That G ermany, with 
the assistance of Austria and 
Turkey, could make headway 
against such an alliance was as- 
sumed to be impossible. The war 
would be over in a year at most; 
such was the common, confident 
and rather boastful anticipation in 
allied and neutral countries. It 
was forgotten that preparedness 
is as important as numbers, that 
an armed and trained minority 
ean defy an unarmed and uwn- 
trained majority. Only when the 
German invasion of France settled 
into occupation, when Russia ecol- 
lapsed ,and when Berlin deliber- 
ately provoked the United States, 
did the fact come home to the al- 
lied peoples; and only when they 
matched arms against arms and 
training against training were 
they able to make their superior 
numbers count, 

Humanity has gone through a 
terrible experience in this seven 
year interval ,and is still frantie- 
ally struggling to re-establish the 
industrial, commercial and social 
conditions so tragically interrupt- 
ed. It is a changed world, but 
not so changed as well-meaning 
dreamers and evil-meaning revo- 
lutionaries told us that it would 
be. Looking backward, the judg- 
ment of mankind must be that 
pre-war conditions, with all their 
faults and inconsistencies, were 
by no means so bad as they were 
painted. They are now seen to 
have been infinitely better than 
anything that has been since or 
that is immediately in prospect. It 
would be a far happier world to- 
day if Wilhelm, the mad, had 
never launched his drive for 
world power. It will be a far 
happier world when what was 
then accepted as the normal and 
matter of fact course order of 
things has been restored, so far 
as restoration is possible. That is 
now coming to be the accepted 
ideal of the practical mass, The 
prophets of ehange have had 
their day. Radicalism is dying 
out, The tumult and the shout- 
ing have ceased. The milleneum 
has not arrived, nor the material 
Utopia either, Russia is starving 
hack to §anity, and the war debts 
have to be paid. !t is still a world 
in which men have to earn their 
living by the sweat of their brows,
